1d. por quarter, cotton from 10d, 
to 6d, per pound, wool from £23 por 
pack to £11, Manila sugar from 21s. 
6d. to 10s. per cwt. Unfortunate as 
these figures may be to merchants, there 
can be no doubt that the cheapening of 
the prime necessaries of life has been 
beneficial to the people geuerally. ‘here 
ia nothing uew in the story of the 
geueral decline iu prices of late years, 
and but little instruction to be got from 
studying the too well kuown figures. 
It is different, Lowever, when wo 
pass on to cousider what line caused 
the all but univereal decline in va. 
luea which has taken place. Que 
explanation is offered in the greater 
production of commodities, aud to this 
we should add the increased number of 
places from which they are obtained. 
Formerly tea aud sugar, to take two 
principal articles of consumption, were 
imported into Earope, the former ouly 
from oue country and the latter mainly 
from the West Indies. Of late yeara 
Indian teas have largely competed with 
Chinese, and so also to some extent 
have Ceylon and Java tens, aud the 
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effect of this has probably been greater 
than if the increased quantity of tea had 
been oblained from this country. In 
sogarthe number of markets competing 
to seil in London.has greatly increased, 
and if the supposition on which we are 
writing is correct, with the effect of 
adding undaly to the decline in the 
value of the article, The West Iudian 
interest could show a firmer appearance 
in the sugar market, and the China 
trade in the tea market when there 
were no outsiders competing with them

While going alongside a 
hulk at Gibraltar ou the 15th May to coal, 
she grounded, but got off withont assist- 
ance. A diver having ascertained that she 
was not damaged, the steamer proceeded on 
the same day.

‘TRE, WEATHER AND THE FLOODS. 
Treau soaroely be said that the prospects 
of the Chinese Empire are of the bright- 
est at the preseut moment. Apart from 
the mortifications and possible perils 
which appear to be in store for tho 
Government from outside causes, such 
ag we have sought to draw attention to 
in recent articles, there is every reason 
to fear that the present year may be a 
very bad one for the people. The 
meteorological conditions aro abnormal, 
aud justify apprehensions of the gravest 
nature, Weare now getting well on 
in the mouth of July, and it may be 
affirmed without infringing accuracy 
that hitherto we have had no sammer, 
-none of that sunshine, that is, which 
constitutes summer properly so call 
Juue wasa month of violent and 
oogsant rain, Day after day the deluges 
poured down unremittingly, saturating 
the soil aud ruining the crops in all 
directions. It was hoped that July 
would open more auspiciously ; but 
although the rain no louger falls in 
such volame as before, the weather 
atill unsettled, the temperatare continues 
comparatively low, the air reeks with 
moisture, and there is no power in the 
aun, It is just as though some accident 
liad happened to the monsoon. In place 
of the steady blow from the south 
and southecast which under ordinary 
Circumstances sets in at the tarn of 
the season and continues with uon- 
important vi ious till well on in 
the autumn, the wind veers round to 
all poiuts of the compass from hour 
to hour, and cannot be depeuded upon 
for a single day. It is not surprising 
that under such conditions we should 
lear of distress from many quarters. 
‘The valley of the Yangteze is flooded ; 
fiolds, gardens, and villages aro under 
water, aud the food of the people is 
either rotted or varried away, From 
Canton the accounts are if anything 
worse, as it is said that the inandations 
thore are more serious than any that 
have occurred for thirty years or more, 
aud subscriptions on a large scale are 
being set on foot by both Chinese and 
foreigners in the south for the relief of 
the sufferers, Hvon here in Shanghai 
rice has goue up in price, aud the 
uatives speak with considerable appre- 
heusion of the distress that seems 
coming upon them from the extra:

‘The Empress Dowager, after the late toils 
and cares of State which have occupied 
her mind for the last twelve months, dur- 
ing which the Empire was plunged in the 
disastrous war with France, has recently 
spent a fortnight going every day to the 
Imperial Gardens of the Nan Hai, Pei Hai 
and Chung Hai, in company with’ His Tm- 
perial Majesty Kuang Hai, While ther 
they inspected the Household Guards daily 
in archery. Some of the Princes also 
joined in the exercise, aud eight of them 
received as reward the privilege of using 
the Imperial Yellow Riding-jacket. Princo 
Li distinguished himself most, both ou foot 
andouhorseback, and on him was conferred 
a Dragon robe, and a double allowance of 
his Governmental stipend. In each case Her 
Majesty wielded the bow first aud shot at 
the target ; then the young Emperor, now 
just fourteen years old, followed iu ‘the 
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ceremony, after which both ascended the 
canopy prepared for them, sat down, and 
watched the men exercise their skill’ wi 
the bow and arrow. Her Majesty is said 
to be a pretty good shot, hitting the bull's. 
eye of the target twice or thrice out of 
five shots.
